Wyo., August 25.—A highwayman hold 
up seven stage coaches five miles from 
Old FaitnSul ton and robbed tho tour- 
ists ot more than 11,000. The bandit 
escaped.

Buue, Mont., Aug. 26.—One high- 


wayman, wearing a. black mask, held 
up and robbed the passengers of seven 
stage coaches In Yellowston* park at 
a point only a few miles distant from 
the Old Faithful liin, near the upper 
basin, according to telephonic adrices. 
.The coaches left the hotel In the usual 
•rder at Intervals of a lew minutes 
and were held up one after tho other 
u.fast as they came In sight. 
.'. The highwayman was stationed at a 
'Vend In. the road, where ha was invisl- 
, bl» from either direction. At a point 
ot a rifls he lined up the passengers 
and after relieving thorn of money and 
valuable! allowed them to enter tho 
stage and resume tho Journey. Thts 
performance the bandit enacted *even 
times. It is understood from tho mea- 
ger accounts of the affair that he col- 
lected in all more than Jl.OOO. The 
fact that tourists in the park are not 
allowed to carry weapons made it 1m-
